Shabbat  offered.  Others  use  those  few 
moments  to  reflect  or  to  offer  a  brief 
prayer. 

But  did  you  ever  wonder  why  we  per¬ 
form  this  strange  little  ritual  of  cover¬ 
ing  our  eyes?  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you 
that  the  procedure  we  follow  when 
lighting  Shabbat  candles  deviates  from 
the  pattern  of  almost  all  other  rituals 
where  the  b’racha  is  made  first  and  then 
the  act  follows  immediately  thereafter? 

The  reason  for  this  convoluted  prac¬ 
tice  has  to  do  with  the  tremendous 
power  that  Judaism  attributes  to  words 
and  speech.  Words  can  inspire  and  incul¬ 
cate  values  and  ideals  or  they  can  destroy 
reputations  and  bring  shame  upon 
another  when  used  maliciously.  Words 


are  also  the  vehicle  through  which  our 
entire  tradition  has  been  preserved  and 
transmitted.  But,  in  this  instance,  it  is 
the  creative  force  of  words  (through  ver¬ 
bal  commands  God  brought  the  world 
into  being)  that  requires  us  to  reverse 
the  usual  order  of  blessing  followed  by 
action,  and  to  cover  our  eyes. 

There  are  several  ways  for  Shabbat  to 
occur.  We  can  let  Shabbat  happen  pas¬ 
sively:  if  it  gets  late  enough  and  dark 
enough  Shabbat  begins!  But  we  can  also 
take  an  active  role  in  “making  Shabby 
(to  use  the  traditional  expression)  fo 
ourselves  either  by  reciting  the  92nd 
Psalm,  the  Psalm  for  Shabbat,  or  by 
chanting  the  Kiddush  over  a  cup  of

wine,  or  by  saying  the  blessing  over  the 
Shabbat  candles. 

The  problem  with  Shabbat  candles  is 
that  once  we’ve  said  the  blessing,  pro¬ 
claiming  that  Shabbat  begins  right  now, 
we  are  immediately  prohibited  from 
striking  the  match  with  which  to  light 
the  candles!  So  we  have  no  choice  but  to 
light  the  candles  first.  Then  we  cover 
our  eyes,  as  if  to  say  the  lit  candles  do 
not  exist  until  after  we  have  recited  the 
blessing.  And  when  we  remove  our 
hands,  it  is  as  if  we  are  gazing  upon  the 
lit  candles  for  the  first  time. 

Incidently,  it  is  for  this  same  reason- 
the  power  of  words-that  there  is  never 
Kiddush  on  Yom  Kippur,  not  even  if  it 
begins  on  Friday  night.  Since  reciting 
Kiddush  is  one  way  to  proclaim  that 
Yom  Kippur  begins  right  now,  we  would 
have  to  begin  the  fast  on  an  empty  stom¬ 
ach! 

Pirkei  Avot  (Ethics  of  the  Fathers) 
enjoins  us  to  be  careful  with  our  words. 
We  wield  power  with  the  words  we  use, 
not  just  in  ritual  and  legal  matters,  but 
in  ordinary  speech  as  well,  where  our 
words  can  create  goodwill  or  enmity, 
encourage  optimism  or  leave  others 
despondent.

Book  of  the  Month:  The  Last  Days  of 
the  Jerusalem  of  Lithuania:  Chronicles 
From  the  Vilna  Ghetto  and  the  Camps , 
1939-1944,  by  Herman  Kruk. 

This  authoritative,  stunningly  edited 
edition  of  Kruk’s  acclaimed  journals, 
news  postings  and  poems  of  life  and 
death  in  the  Jewish  ghetto  of  Vilna  and 
later  in  a  labor  camp  in  Estonia,  is  a 
major  addition  to  Holocaust  literature 
and  Jewish  history.  In  1961,  a  Yiddish 
edition  of  the  Vilna  diaries  was  pub¬ 
lished.  This  larger  new  edition  has  been 
painstakingly  assembled  from  those 
diaries  and  other  documents  and  writ¬ 
ings  of  Kruk  that  were  widely  scattered 
and  only  found  since  the  1961  edition. 
Harshav  has  also  added  a  wealth  of  new 
footnotes.  The  potency  and  the  power  of 
Kruk’s  chronicle  resides  in  its  scrupu¬ 
lous  detailing  of  everyday  ghetto  life  - 
what  people  ate  and  read,  the  self 
imposed  rules  for  how  Jewish  women 
dressed,  Jewish  collaborators,  Christian 
resistance  to  camps  and  deportations, 
news  reports  from  the  ghetto  newspaper 
-  while  consistently  placing  it  in  a 
broader  political  and  social  context 
based  on  reports  that  filtered  into  the 
ghetto  from  the  outside.  Because  Vilna 
was  a  center  of  Jewish  learning  and  cul¬ 
ture,  it  is  where  the  YIVO  Institute  for 
Jewish  Research  (now  in  New  York)  was 
founded  and  was  the  site  of  some  of 
Europe’s  most  vital  Jewish  libraries  and 
schools,  Kruk’s  elaborate  delineation  of 
the  destruction  of  this  world  takes  on  an 
almost  mythic  quality.  This  lost  culture 
resonates  throughout  this  mesmerizing 
and  heartbreaking  book.
